third-stage rocket of Russia's first 
space satellite will crash to earth 
Dec. ll, Smithsonian Astrophysical 
Observatory predicted today. 
The director of the observatory 
also said Sputnik II, the dog-carry­ 
ing satellite, 
may 
be visible in 
parts of the United States Wednes­ 
day and Thursday mornings, 
The prediction of the first rock 
e t ’s fall came in a telegram to 
Smithsonian from Dr. Leland E 
Cunningham, director of the com ­ 
putation division at the University 
of California. 
Smithsonian officials said it con­ 
firm ed a prediction made by Smith­ 
sonian Director Dr. Fred Whipple 
several weeks ago. 
Whipple said he though it im ­ 
possible to say exactly where the 
third-stage rocket will fall. 
“ I would expect it would have 
a greater probability of falling in 
the low latitudes of the northern 
hem isphere,” he said. 
Whipple also said 
“ Indications 
a re that the new satellite may be 
visible in the morning for a few 
days beginning tomorrow or Thurs­ 
day. V 
Whipple predicted an “ am azing 
show” of flashing Soviet satellites 
over the United States next month.

Academy of Sciences, wrote 
today m “ Gudot,” organ of the So­ 
viet Transport Ministry, that Rus­ 
sia had developed a fuel capable of 
sending a missile to the moon in 
IO hours. 


He said the new fuel was de­ 
veloped to launch Sputnik II into 
space with its dog passenger at 
a speed of 17.885 miles an hour 
His article. “ The Threshold of In­ 
terplanetary T ransport,” said in­ 
tl rpl a notary 
travel 
w as obvious 
since a speed of 25,000 miles an 
hour was possible. 


The moon is about 241,000 miles 
from the earth.

The unprecedented speed

which the human race is multiply­ 
ing has alarmed many population 
experts. 
Robert C. Cook, director 
of the Population Reference Bu­ 
reau. calls it “ one of the most o m ­ 
inous developments of our time 
a" great a threat to mankind 
as the atomic bomb.’’ 
Dr. J. O. Hertzlcr, professor of 
sociology at the University of Ne­ 
braska. asserts in his new book. 
“ The Crisis in World Population,’’ 
that 
“ horrendous” 
problems lie 
ahead “ unless fairly direct and ex 
peditiou.s action is taken soon.” 
The Nebraska professor says sci­ 
ence may be able to increase the 
world's food supply “ greatly” in 
the future by increasing the yield 
of farm lands, by developing arti­ 
ficial foods, through “ hydroponic” 
techniques in which edible foods 
are grown in solutions of chemi­ 
cals and water, by using food r e ­ 
sources 
from the sea. 
But he 
warns that “ much of this is still 
a hope and not a promise.” 
Hertzler warns that nature will 
intervene “ in a characteristically 
ruthless manner” to halt popula­ 
tion growth through famine, dis­ 
ease or other catastrophes unless 
human beings act soon to “bring 
about 
some limitation” of their 
own fertility. 
He then expounds a view that 
brings him into direct conflict with 
the Roman Catholic Church and 
other religious groups which op­ 
pose “ artificial” birth control: 
“ Fertility limitation by contra­ 
ception 
is the only 
acceptable 
mean* of reducing the rate of pop­ 
ulation increase ’’ 
To those who hold that contra­ 
ception is immoral. Hertzler re ­ 
plies that 
overpopulated 
coun­ 
tries. threatened with starvation, 
always 
resort to some form 
of 
birth control, lf it isn’t contracep­ 
tion, 
he says, 
it will be such 
“ frightful acts of desperation” as 
abortion, sterilization and deliber­ 
ate killing of newborn babies.
